cause "if both the United States 
and Russia have it there will be 
no war." U. S. state department 
officials 
generally take the line 


that the danger of war hasn't been 
increased or decreased, but that in 
fact Russia may now 
be 
more 


ready to make a plan for interna- 
tional atomic 
control. 


Whether that was an inspired es- 


timate of possibilities, the fact re- 
mains that Soviet Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Y Vishinsky in addres- 
mg the United Nations assembly 
at Lake Success yesterday called 
on the big Five powers to conclude 
a peace pact among themsleves. 
He didn't mention the atomic ex- 
plosion, leaving his eager audience 
to draw their own conclusions. 


As remarked, there is nothing 


strange in the fact that there has 
been an atomic explosion in Rus- 
sia. It would have been remark- 
able if it hadn't occurred, for it 
was in the books. 


A couple of months ago this col- 
umn reported there was widespread 
belief among scientific 
observers 


that Russia had at least the the- 
oretical k n o w l e d g e , as dis- 
tinguished from the i n d u s t rial 
knowledge, of how to make 
the 


bomb. Britain also had the secret. 


However, America was the only 


nation having the vast and com- 
plicated industrial facilities 
and 


the industrial know-how to con- 
struct a bomb. That's what sty- 
mied Germany in the world war. 
Her scientists claim she had the 
knowhow for the atom bomb, but 
lacked the industrial set-up. 


Has Russia now overcome these 
industrial hazards? 
Perhaps no- 


body outside Russia knows. All we 
have been told is that there has 
been an atomic explosion in Rus- 
sia. No details. . , , . - , , 


But supposing" it was an atomic 


bornb, there is no reason to as- 
sume that the ability to produce 
one would inspire Russia 
to

which not only has one atom bomb 
but many all ready for emergen- 
cies.

Changes in 
Television 
Discussed

Washington, Sept. 24 —(/P)— The 


television hearings 
opening here 


Monday mean that changes arc in 
the making in this newest field of 
popular entertainment. 


But don't 
expect 
anything 
to 


happen suddenly — or even any 
time soon — as a result of the Fed- 
eral Communications commission's 
latest study of the subject. 


Television just now presents a 


package much too complex for any 
quick handling, by either govern- 
ment or industry. 


In other words, if you are think- 


ing in terms of "color by Christ 
mas," forget it. 


In all the 
legalistic 
discussion 


that will go on before the 
FCC 


during the next few weeks, the im- 
portant thing to remember is this: 


The television set you now have 


or may be thinking of buying from 
your local store will always 
be 


able to tune in just what it is tun- 
ing in now, until it wears out. 


If the FCC makes the changes it 


is now considering, you can buy 
some gadgets for 
these 
present 


sets to get in on whatever 
may 


be added to the television system. 


The hearings will deal principal- 


ly with these three things: 


1. More channels, 
designed to 


open 
local 
television 
outlets ,in 


more towns. 


2. Revised engineering standards 


for the video broadcasters. 


3. Color tefevision. 
Under the first heading, 42 n-3W 


channels are p r o p o s e d in the 
"ultra high frequencies," 
to be 


added to the present 12 channels 
in the "very high frequencies." 


Most present sets are tooled for 


VHF only. IE your 
town 
gets a 


UHF channel and you want to tune 
in on it, you will need a "con- 
verter." The experts 
think 
they 


can be produced at relatively low 
cost — say, $15 to $18. 
.Item two deals mainly with the 
technical'question of'how'far "apart 
video broadcasting towers 
should 


be located for improved reception. 


In its probe into the final item, 


FCC will look over a half 
dozen 


proposals for color television, 
to 


find out if any of them are ripe 
for regular operation. 


Under present 
plans, 
if 
color 


should be authorized the programs 
would be available to present 
set 


owners who could tune them in in 
black-and-white. 
By hooking 
an 


"adapter" to the present set, they 
could get color. 


The cost of an adapter is esti- 


mated at $75, but the experts hope 
a cheaper edition will result from 
mass production. 


In any case, nothing will happen 
right away. 


Radio people say that even 
if 


things move along at a fast clip, 
it would hardly bo possible for any 
UHF station to get on the air dur- 
ing 1950. And the Radio Manufac- 
turers' association has told 
FCC 


that color television for the gen- 
eral public is 
probably 
"several 
years" away.

She figures out their earnings to 


the penny, helps those who desire 
her help to save money 
againsl 


the quarterly tax day, and helps 
them buy money orders and fill 
out the tax forms. But she simply 
will not withhold, or collect, the 
tax herself and she is so Hi-mly 
convinced that the law is uncon- 
stitutional that she has done every- 
thing she can think of to get her- 
self indicted. The treasury admits 
that these taxes have been paid 
except that there is disagreement 
over a small amounj of taxes ior
